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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This communication is responsive to the applicant's 
amendment dated 04/25/2006. 

2. The amendment filed 04/25/2006 is objected to under 35 
U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the 
disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The 
added material which is not supported by the original disclosure 
is as follows: many changes proposed and presented to the 
disclosure or specification, and claims have raised new issues 
and new matter. The many changes to the specification and 
claims are repeated with many corrections, the applicant should 
point out where these corrections or changes are found and 
supported by the original specification, i.e, column(s), 
line(s), figure(s). For example: (1) all the elements of new 
section of reference numbers on pages 23-24 were not presented 
in the original specification; (2) descriptions regarding Figure 
9 on page 51 clearly including new matters such as ^^a unique 

1.3 -way tunable crossover network or tunable serial -tmnsmission 
frequency divider circuit" and ''hybrid network" in the 
specification. 
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Since there are too many new informalities terms, 
limitations, and new matters in the amended specification and 
claims, it would be a burden on the examiner to list them all. 
Therefore, applicant's corporation for thoroughly revising the 
specifications and claims in line the original disclosure would 
be highly desirable for speeding up the processing of this 
application. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply 
to this Office Action. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, 
and of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 16-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The claim (s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The amendment filed 04/25/2006 has 
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introduced new matter into the disclosure and claims. The many 
changes proposed and presented to the disclosure or 
specification, and claims have raised new issues and new matter 
as discribed in the objection to the amendment as indicated 
above . 

Claims 16-36 are too indefinite to examine against art at 
this time.

Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables having more 
than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on 
compact discs . ) or

The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said, " should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not 
repeat information given in the title. It should avoid using 
phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The 
disclosure describes," etc. 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the 
extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible minor 
errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Drawings 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because 
they fail to show a short descriptive legend as described in the 
specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown 
in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). For example: in figure 1, 
box 28 should be labeled with -amplifying section--. Correction 
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is required for all non-labeled box elements in all figures. No 
new matter should be added. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as ^'amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to 
show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement 
sheet (s) should be labeled ''Replacement Sheet'' in the page 
header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion 
of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

All amendments filed on or after July 30, 2 003 must comply 
with 37 CFR 1.121 as revised in the notice of final rule making 
published in the Federal Register on June 30, 2003 at 65 Fed. 
Reg. 38611. The manner of making amendments has been revised to 
assist in the implementation of beginning-to-end electronic 
image processing of patent applications. Specifically, changes 
have been made to facilitate electronic image data capture and 
processing and streamline the patent application process. If an 
amendment filed on or after July 30, 2003 does not comply with 
revised 37 CFR 1.121, the Office will notify applicants via a 
Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment that the amendment is not 
accepted.
